Plain tVords on Home Affairs. 
Howover anromantio and unpopular 
■with some it may bo to revert to the 
tbieadbare sabjoet of Retrenchment in 
the Pablic Service we cannot but think 
that a few plain words will not be al- 
together out of place. And J we con- 
fess, it requires no little courage to face 
the Bubjeot. For years has it been the 
burden of popular complaint. In the 
preBH and In the Legisloturo the changes 
have been incessantly rung upon it. 
Every "Speech from tho Throne" has 
contained great swelling promises with 
regard to it. Yot to-day wo find tho 
Civil List very much as it, was at the 
beginning, while wo find the Colony 
in a less favoiablo condition to boar 
tbo expense. This constitutes one of 
the most iraportaot and, at> the same 
time, least agreeable subjects that will 
shortly demand the ^attention of the 
new Governor. It is a subject npon 
which, one would imagine, pu^'.c opiu^ 
ion must by this lime bo toleiubly well 
matured, end wo venture to think that 
the oDcertain sound, the discordant 
Dote occasionally beard ou this question 
from a section of tlio colonial pre'S 
finds no eoho in the popular mini], -i^ot 
thesnbjocL bo iipproiicliod in a spir-'t ot 
sober hoocoty, and with duo rcs'^rd to 
the public iMereot, on one hand, and 
jastice to the public service, on the 
other. It is not tho most pgreeablo dutj 
which lulls 10 tho lot of a merchant, 
when he finds ihat his e8tal)li>hmonl 
and cxpcnsOH are cut of proportion to 
his mians and, in lact, hi;, need, to cut 
down the li^t o( clerks and assistants ; 
and tho want ot suflkieni moral eourago 
to do this pronipily has left many an 
amiable, well-meaning man to drill into 
the Bankrupt Court. The people ara 
averse. aud, doubiloHS, tho bead of tho 
Bxecuiivo will be equally averse to any 
fnaix and over muusuro of retrenob- 
meat. The general public will bo in 
lavour of an under, rather than un over 
measure. Tno de.-ire oi the people will 
be to retain as many of the pub-io 
servants as can be employed with ad- 
vantage to the Colony, and as the 
straitened financial oircomstances of 
the Colony will justify os in paying. 
There are two principles which mnot 
form the test, the guage of any mea- 
BDre of reirenchment in the public 
service: tho efficiency of that service, 
and the capacity of tho Colony to pay 
the civil lisi. It is easy to conceive a 
case Id which the former of these should 
be made to bend in some measure to the 
latter, ^hi re efficiency must eve" bo in 
some degree sacrificed to necessity. It 
has been said, and not without somo 
thow of reason, tbat this Colony has 
been oi;<!r-governed. Uuder^governmeni 
would be infioilely preferable to fiuan 
cial ruin. It were belter that the CoU 
ooy should be jusi a little bit undor^ 
governed (or a tow years, than that an 
expenaivo civil list bhould leave no 
means of uiiderialfmi^ much needed 
public works, works, loo, ot a highly 
repriduciive kind, works for wani ot 
which large interests are materially 
Bufforiog. Of course Ihore is nvTl bauk« 
ruptoy staring us in tho face. Numer- 
ically weiilc as Ibo Colony is, it has 
demonstrated its wondurlul revcnuo- 
produe.ing capacity. But if, with tbo 
maximum of taxation, there is , barely 
enough produced to pay the interest on 
the public debt, and the pensioners on 
the public revenue, our case is scarcely 
bettor than thai of one tottering on the 
verge ot bankruptcy. In order to colur^ 
nial wellheing a certain amouul of re- 
produciive public expenditure would 
appear to be uhsoluioly essential. If we 
keep on for a few more years paying 
every dollar away in current oxpenr^es 
and doing at.-olulely nothing caleulated 
either to employ hibor or promote per- 
manent development, iho Colony wdl 
continue to dwindle down, as it unques- 
tionably has done in the past, until ii 
reaches a sia(>e of existence which may 
not iniiplly 1)0 ileliiiud as "tho small 
end of iiouiiiig." It ban been said, and 
woll saiil, that '' Governments exist 
tor the people." In this Colony the 
axiom W' uld appear to be reversed. 
The people, one would be led to believe, 
exist lor the ^'Over' nuint. Of couroe, 
in these remarks wo have left Confed- 
eration whi-liy out of viuw. If it should 
turn out that llie Co'otiy is ai once to 
underfio such a sweeping consUtutional 
change the whole case, as respects finan- 
cial retoi m , will be altered J for Con- 
federation wdl bring with it a complete 
Bet of machinery wtiich will at oneo 
pluco the purso-sirings in ilio hands of 
tho tax^payt rs and rolievj the Gover- 
nor of a di.-agreeabje duly. Should 
this cliatif^u, however, ho loss imminent, 
tho people will ex|) e'j, aud buvo a 
right to expent, that when the Esii- 
mates for 1870' corao down frum the 
Execuiivii they will exluldi t-uch a mar- 
gin for oxpeiidiiuro in public woiks and 
public enior[)risu,s as will buvo a ten- 
(Joiiey to re-esiabliah public OOufideb'Ce' 
and colonial proHpori'y.
